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Wholesale Prices in April. (Page 580.) 

A decline of 1-1 per cent. on the month is shown in 
wholesale prices, the index number for April being 
83-5, as against 84:4 in March. Food cheapened by 
16 per cent. For the corresponding month of 1928 
the number was 86:1. 





Angolan Trade Outlook. (Page 581.) 

Angola is likely to become, in the near future, the 
main gateway from Europe into the southern part 
of Central Africa, and Lobito will be the principal 
port serving that region from the West. Mr. R. T. 
Smallbones, M.B.E., British Consul-General at 
Loanda, has therefore written a Report to call at- 
tention to the trade possibilities that will be offered 
by the changed conditions.

Austrian Trade in 1928. (Page 586.) 

Although the total volume of Austria’s foreig, - 
trade was larger in 1928 than in 1927, the increase 
was not so marked as in the previous years. The 
adverse trade balance, however, was further reduced. 
From our review it will be seen that during the past 
two years the rise in exports was considerably larger 
than the advance in imports. 





Czechoslovak Trade in March Quarter. (Page 587.) 

Cotton, yarn and goods were imported into 
Czechoslovakia during the first quarter of the current 
year to practically the same amount as in the corre- 
sponding period of 1928. Imports of wool, yarns 
and goods were, however, smaller. Exports of both 
the commodities named showed considerable declines 
during the period under review. 





French Trade Balance. (Page 588.) 

For the first quarter of the year an adverse balance 
of 3,269 million francs is shown in the foreign trade 
of France, as compared with an import excess of 
only about 194 million frs. in the corresponding period 
of 1928. Trade in the month of March was notable for 
an increase of 32 per cent. in the value of imported 
manufactured goods, but the unfavourable balance 
was smaller than in January or February. 


New Capital Issues in April. (Page 590.) 

A marked increase over the corresponding months 
of the past three years is shown in the issues of new 
capital during April, thus continuing the advance 
which had been checked in March. 





Austro-Lithuanian Convention. (Page 591.) 

A Commercial Convention between Austria and 
Lithuania is in force for a preliminary period of one 
year. It provides for mutual most-favoured-nation 
treatment generally of subjects, shipping and goods.

TRADE IN MILK AND MILK PRODUCTS IN THE 
NETHERLANDS. 


The British Commercial Secretary at The Hague has 
forwarded translation of a Ministerial Decree, dated 
13th February, which applies the provisions of Clauses 
14 and 15 of the Foodstuffs and Beverages (Sale of 
Goods) Act of 1919 to milk and milk products (which 
are defined as all liquid products and mixtures obtained 
from milk, except condensed milk products and whey). 
The regulations lay down standards to which milk and 
milk products must conform, deal with trade descrip- 
tions of the various products, and lay down rules relat- 
ing to their preparation, packing, handling, transport 
and sale. The Decree is not applicable to milk and milk 
products destined for export.

ROUMANIAN FINANCE LAWS.

and of the Law Creating the Autonomous Monopoly 
Institute, a body charged with the administration of 
the stabilisation Loan, together with all the schedules 
appertaining thereto. 


These latter contain a statement of the programme 
of the Roumanian Government with regard to the 
economic development of the country, including works 
to be carried out by the Railway Administration.

EXECUTION OF FOREIGN JUDGMENTS IN 
IRAQ. 


In accordance with a Law recently enacted in Iraq 
a foreign judgment may be executed in Iraq by the 
order of an Iraq court. Any person desiring to execute 
a foreign judgment must bring action in the Court of 
First Instance claiming the issue of an order for 
execution. The application must be accompanied by 
an authenticated copy of the foreign judgment and the 
reasons therefor. 

A Regulation has been issued applying the Law to 
the judgments of the Courts of the United Kingdom. 

It is necessary for firms in this country to appoint 
local advocates for the purpose of applying in Iraq for 
an order for the execution of a judgment obtained 
here.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN APRIL. 





BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


As measured at the Board of Trade, wholesale prices 
were lower in April than in March by 1:1 per cent., 
the index numbers for the two months being 83°5 and 
84:4 respectively (1924 = 100). Food cheapened by an 
average of 1-6 per cent. and industrial materials by 0°6 
per cent. The average for meat and fish rose by 0°3 
per cent., while cereals and miscellaneous foods fell 
by 19 per cent. and 2°8 per cent. respectively, com- 
paring April prices with those of March. The only 
rise in the group averages for industrial materials is 
one of 0°6 per cent. shown for iron and steel. Metals 
and minerals other than iron and steel cheapened by 
an average of 1:4 per cent., cotton materials by 18 
per cent., other textile materials by 1:0 per cent. and 
miscellaneous industrial materials by 0°5 per cent. 

In the following table the average prices in April 
are compared with those of March and of a year

Prices of most of the cereals were lower in April 
than in March, higher averages being shown for only 
three of the items included in the group. Of those 
three the largest rise is shown in the ‘“* Gazette 
Average ’’ for British wheat, which was returned at 
9s. 10d. per cwt. in the first half of April and 9s. 11d. 
per cwt. in the second half, compared with 9s. 8d. for 
one week in March and 9s. 9d. in each of the other 
weeks. Imported wheat became cheaper, Northern 
Manitoba wheat falling on the London market from 
52s. per 496 lbs. ex ship at the beginning of March 
to 48s. 6d. at the end of April, and Rosafé 
wheat falling during the same period from 9s. 24d. to 
8s. 5d. per 100 lbs., on the spot at Liverpool. The 
three descriptions of flour included were on the average 
about 4 per cent. cheaper in April than in March. 
From the middle of March the “ official ’’ price of 
straight run flour in London has remained at 36s. 6d. 
per sack of 280 lbs., a fall of 2s. per sack compared 
with the price ruling during the first half of March. 
Reduced quotations were also recorded for barley, 
maize and rice. Higher average prices were recorded 
in April than in March for all kinds of meat included, 
with the exception of English mutton. Best quality 
Scotch beef averaged about 10$d. per lb. in April, a 
rise of nearly 3d. compared with the average for 
March. A similar comparison in the case of Argentine 
chilled beef shows a rise of 1d. per lb. to somewhat 
more than 63d. per lb. Bacon was dearer at the end 
of April than at any time since the year 1926. Since 
the beginning of the present year the price of Wilt- 
shire bacon, smoked, has advanced from 122s. to 154s. 
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per cwt., that of Irish, green, from 110s. to 152s. per 
ewt., that of American, green, from 85s. to 102s. per 
ewt., and that of Danish, green, from 107s. to 138s. 
per cwt. Eggs were somewhat dearer at the end of 
April than in the early part of the month, but the 
average for April was much below that for March, 
when for some time supplies were short owing to the 
severe weather. Among miscellaneous foods there 
were price reductions for milk, butter, potatoes, 
onions, oranges, sugar and tea, and a rise in the price 
of apples. The average price obtained for Indian tea 
sold at the public auctions in the last week of April 
was lower than the averages for the earlier weeks of 
the month; the reduction in the last week was, there- 
fore, more than the duty of 83d. per lb., which for the 
purpose of the index number was added to the auction 
prices of earlier weeks. 

Some further advances were made in the quotations 
for pig iron; hematite, West Coast, mixed numbers, 
advanced by 1s. per ton in April to £4 7s. per ton, and 
was dearer by 3s. 6d. per ton compared with the 
quotation at the beginning of March. Cleveland pig 
iron, No. 8 foundry, was advanced from £3 7s. to 
£3 8s. 6d. per ton. Other increases in iron and steel 
prices during April were:—Cleveland crown bars 
from £10 5s. to £10 15s. per ton, soft steel billets 
from £6 5s. to £6 7s. 6d. per ton, tinplate and sheet 
bars from £6 2s. 6d. to £6 5s. per ton (in this case 
there was a rise of 2s. 6d. per ton at the end of March), 
steel hoops (Staffs.) from £10 10s. to £11 per ton, and 
tinplates from 18s. 14d. to 18s. 6d. per box. Quota- 
tions for scrap steel show further advances, while 
those for galvanised fencing wire show a recovery 
from the fall recorded at the end of March. The 
price of galvanised corrugated sheets fell to 
£13 7s. 6d. per ton, the same as at the 
opening of the present year, after a _ rise 
to £13 12s. 6d. per ton by the end of March. The April 
averages for certain descriptions of coal were above the 
March averages owing to the continuance into April of 
the increased quotations of the later part of March; 
although reductions were made in these cases before 
the end of April, the prices remained higher than early 
in March. From the quotation of £110 or more per ton 
ruling for some time towards the end of March, elec- 
trolytic copper fell to about £84 per ton at the end of 
April. The higher prices for copper tubes, copper wire 
and brass sheets were continued during the second 
half of April, but considerable reductions were made by 
the end of that month, tubes being reduced to 153d. 
per lb., wire to 124d. per lb. and brass sheets to 112d. 
per lb., compared with 18}d., 144d. and 133d. per lb. 
respectively at the opening of April. There were also 
decreases in the quotations for lead, tin and zine. 


Kach item in the group of cotton materials shows a 
price fall. The price of American raw cotton, middling, 
for spot transactions fell in April from 10-90d. to 
10:03d. per lb., compared with prices in March vary- 
ing between 10-75d. and 11:14d. per lb. Egyptian raw 
cotton Sakellaridis, fully good fair, was quoted at 
17-60d. per lb. at the end of April, compared with more 
than 19d. per lb. during the second half of March and 
a few days in April. Price reductions for cotton yarns 
from the middle of March to the end of April varied 
from 3d. to 3d. per lb. in six of the seven kinds for 
which quotations are included in the calculation. In 
the other description the reduction amounted to 14d. 
per lb. Changes in wool prices show reductions for 
Southdown wool, for merino tops and for alpaca yarns. 
Further decreases are shown in the prices of raw silk 
and raw jute, the latter falling by the end of April to 
£31 10s. per ton for first marks, compared with £56 
per ton at the end of February. New Zealand hemp 
fell to £34 per ton, a reduction of £2 in the course of 
two months. The quotation for chemical wood pulp, 
sulphite bleached, was reduced from £17 5s. to £17 
per ton, while that for mechanical wood pulp, pine, 
was advanced from £38 2s. 6d. to £3 5s. per ton. 
Rubber fell to 93d. per lb. by the end of April, com- 
pared with 123d. per lb. at the beginning of March. 
The averages for ox and heifer hides and for cowhides 
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show increases mainly because the rises made in March 
were maintained in April; the prices remained lower 
than those of the early part of February.

and 26 of the latter. Of the increases in the averages 
for food one exceeded 20 per cent. and 14 were of less 
than 10 per cent., including 10 of less than 5 per cent., 
while of the decreases 21 were of less than 10 per cent., 
including 17 of less than 5 per cent., and 4 were of 
more than 20 per cent. The averages for industrial 
materials show 23 increases and 82 decreases of less 
than 5 per cent. ; there was one increase of about 12 per 
cent. and one decrease of more than 20 per cent. ; and 
of the three remaining decreases two were of less than 
10 per cent. 





ANGOLA (PORTUGUESE WEST 
AFRICA). 


THE COMMERCIAL OUTLOOK. 


Angola is likely to become, in 1930-31, the main gate- 
way from Europe into the southern part of Central 
Africa, and Lobito will be the principal port serving that 
region from the west. Trade in Angola itself has been 
running, and will probably continue to run, in well-worn 
grooves. The new factor is that a transit trade through 
Angola to the thriving region of the Katanga and beyond 
is about to start. Firms already interested in the 
Katanga trade or attracted by its prospects may wish to 
know what additional business they could obtain in 
Angola itself. A *Report by Mr. R. T. Smallbones, 
M.B.E., British Consul-General at Loanda, has, there-

TRADE CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK. 
*Trade in Angola caters for a civilised population of 
some 30,000 persons and a native population of about 
2,500,000. A new Customs Tariff came into force in 


. 1928. The previous Tariff, with amendments, had been 


in force since 1892. The work of distribution in the 
colony is done by over 4,000 retailers and by about 150 
wholesale firms, which mostly do a retail business be- 
sides. The trade which caters for the wants of the 
population of Angola shows no startling developments, 
and it does not appear practicable to indicate any new 
openings for British trade offering obvious advantages. 

The colony owes a considerable sum to Portugal at a 
high rate of interest, and unless further assistance in 
one way or another—writing off or funding the debts at 
a lower rate of interest and fresh loans—is forthcom- 
ing, public works of any magnitude, such as harbour 
works, expenditure on the Government railways and 
the metalling of roads, from which trade would benefit, 
will be difficult to carry out. Trade since 1922 has 
suffered much from the instability of the Angola cur- 
rency, and now that comparative steadiness of prac- 
tical par with Lisbon has been reached it will depend 
almost entirely on the financial policy pursued by the 
Portuguese Government towards Angola whether that 
stability can be maintained. 

The import trade includes considerable quantities of 
materials and machinery representing capital expendi- 
ture. Thus, it may be observed, that imports from the 
United Kingdom include large amounts of material for 
the Benguela Railway Company. From the chapter in 
the Report on natural resources it will be seen that a 
good potential market exists for machinery, implements 
and materials used in agriculture. The Diamond Com- 
pany has been treated in detail as the biggest single 
revenue-producing asset at present in the Colony. The 
prospects of the Oil Company have been similarly 
treated because general trade would receive a great im- 
petus if oil were found. 

The Portuguese- Belgian Convention of March, 1928, 
creates the right of transit for all goods transported via 
Lobito and the Benguela Railway from and to the 
Belgian Congo. Through railway connection will prob- 
ably be established by the end of 1930, and in 1931 
Lobito will become an important shipping and forward- 
ing centre. Very large quantities of copper will be 
shipped from Lobito. 


LEADING INDUS'TRIES. 


The important industries, as will be seen from export 
figures given in the Report, are sugar, fish curing and 
salt. Whaling will probably be discontinued in the 
Colony owing to the new methods employed by the 
Norwegians, which make land stations unnecessary. 
There are four sugar factories, 54 primitive plants for 
making palm oil, four for treating sisal, and three 
tobacco factories ; these last make principally cigarettes 
with tobacco imported from Portuguese East Africa. 
There are 83 flour mills and 112 bakeries, 15 biscuit and 
marcaroni factories. One factory makes tinned food- 
stuffs. There are six soap factories. Lime, bricks and 
tiles are produced in 53 establishments. There are 
17 sawmills, 11 small foundries for repair work, and 
31 repair shops for motor cars. The match factory at 
Loanda has not been a commercial success. Belgian 
capitalists interested in the breweries in the Belgian 
Congo have worked out plans for a brewery to be 
erected at Lobito. Except in this particular the local 
industry is not likely to interfere with imports in the 
near future. 


BRITISH AND RIvAL AGRICULTURAL INTERESTS. 


The chief wealth of the Colony consists in the pro- 
ducts grown on its soil. The Portuguese race has pro- 
duced an admirable petty trader, frugal, hard-working

and patient, who for centuries has sold European mer- 
chandise to the natives and bought in turn the produce 
gathered or grown by them. Those familiar with the 
west coast of Africa will know what is meant by the 
statement that the Syrian traders have not obtained a 
foothold in Angola. 

The modern tendency in Angola, as elsewhere, is for 
plantation-grown coffee and palm oil and palm kernels 
to compete with the wild-grown produce. Sugar and 
sisal require large capital expenditure to turn the raw 
product into an exportable article. Tobacco requires 
expert handling. The comparative failure of cotton in 
Angola has been due to the insufficiency of the re- 
sources of those who took it up. Large resources are 
required to overcome the initial experimental stages. 
A considerable amount of land has in recent years been 
taken up, chiefly by Portuguese. 

British capital is interested in a company near 
Lobito, where a factory capable of producing 12,000 
tons of sugar has been erected with machinery made in 
Scotland. The Benguela Estates, a company belong- 
ing to a British group, is going in for sisal. Belgian 
capital has acquired a considerable interest in coffee 
and palm plantations. The Germans are concentrating 
on coffee and sisal. An interesting enterprise is that 
of a Portuguese company, under a German manager, 
at Cohemba, near Vila Luso, on the Benguela Railway, 
where an electric plant has been installed to irrigate 
tobacco, coffee and sisal plantations. A valuable cover- 
leaf tobacco for cigars is being produced in commercial 
quantities. The success of these enterprises will de- 
pend to a Jarge extent on the policy pursued by the 
Government. 

Maize and beans are principally grown by the natives 
on their own account and sold to traders. Wheat could 
also be grown on a large seale. I*rom time to time 
plans have been made to divert a part of the Portu- 
guese emigration now flowing to Brazil to the healthy 
uplands of Angola, where these products grow. In the 
past such settlers in a short time abandoned their 
fields and turned traders. Another plan which has 
been tentatively tried is to grant agricultural credits 
so as to induce traders and others to take up farming.

5,131; lamb, 
carcases, 8,594; meat sundries, bags, 830; rabbits, 
crates, 200; butter, boxes, 20,533; sultanas, Ibs., 
1,213,576; currants, lbs., 31,860; apples, cases, 19,383, 
half cases, 59; wool, greasy, bales, 8,967, scoured, 
bales, 80; sheepskins, number, 8,356; and wheat, 
28,000 centals. 





CANADIAN APPLE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London is 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, be- 
tween 18th and 24th April, 6,000 boxes of Canadian 
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apples were dispatched to various United Kingdom 
orts. 

: The total number of apples exported from Canada this 

season up to 11th April was 733,126 barrels ; 7,678 half- 
barrels; and 893,166 boxes, as compared with 631,811 
barrels; 12,037 half-barrels; and 567,198 boxes during 

the corresponding period last season. 





SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE IN APRIL. 


The Standard Bank of South Africa, Limited, an- 
nounce that the following information has _ been 
received by cable from their Pretoria office :— 

The Department of Customs estimates the value of 
total imports through all Union ports for the month of 
April at £6,834,857, as against £6,023,428 audited for 
corresponding month last year, and exports (excluding 
gold and diamonds) at £2,474,063, against £2,724,749 
audited in April, 1928. The value of gold and specie 
exported was as follows: £38,398,736, as against 
£3,777, 266. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for South Africa in London 
has received cabled advice from the Department of 
Agriculture, Pretoria, that during the week ended 20th 
April the following quantities of South African produce 
were shipped to various United Kingdom ports :—Wool, 
scoured, 727 bales, grease, 3,905 bales; mohair, 170 
bales; hides, wet, 1,450 bales, dry, 434 bales; sheep- 
skins, 196 bales; goatskins, 44 bales; ostrich feathers, 3 
cases; buchu, 5 bales; maizemeal, 1,143 bags; germ 
meal, 612 bags; chop, 7,964 bags; grit, 5,868 bags; and 
lucerne meal, 1,150 bags. 

In addition the following boxes of deciduous fruit 
were dispatched on 26th April :—Oranges, 6,179; pears, 
8,364; grapes, 24,764; persimmons, 53; melons, 25; 
apples, 253; peaches, 52; quinces, 14; pines, 40; 
avocado pears, 5; and naartjes, 532. 





GOLD COAST COCOA EXPORTS. 

The Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelli- 
gence Bureau in London reports that shipments of 
cocoa from the Colony during April amounted to 13,831 
tons. This compares with 28,247 tons in March. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS. 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


KAINFALL. 

Caleutta, 6th May.—During the week ended dth 
May rainfall was nearly general in Assam on five days 
and in Tennasserim and Malabar on one day. Else- 
where there were local or few falls of rain with thunder- 
storms in places. 

CROPS. 

Madras, 27th April.—Rain fell in the Central and 
Southern districts on the West Coast and in the Nilgiri 
Hills and parts of the Carnatic. The condition of stand- 
ing crops is generally fair to good. The outturn of dry 
crops in parts of the Cirears and Central districts is 
generally fair to normal. 

Bihar and Orissa, 29th April.—Rainfall was light 
throughout except in Patna, Gaya, Saran and Sambal- 
pur. Standing crops generally are doing well; the 
mahua crop has been damaged by rain and cloudy 
weather in parts of Palamau. In the Feudatory States 
of Orissa and Chota Nagpur the weather was season- 
able; sugarcane is doing well. 

Central Provinces, 29th April.—The weather was hot 
with oceasional clouds. Rainfall was light in nine dis- 
tricts and five Feudatory States. 
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Bengal, 1st May.—Rainfall was light and scattered 
over the greater parts of the Province. The dry weather 
is assisting the field operations for autumn crops gener- 
ally. The outlook for standing crops is generally re- 
ported to be promising. 

Punjab, 29th April.—There was light rainfall in parts 
of all districts except Gurjanwala. The condition of 
standing crops is generally average to good. The rain- 
fall has slightly damaged standing crops in parts of 
Shahpur, and a hailstorm damaged standing crops and 
stocks of wheat in parts of Muzaffargarh. 

Assam, 6th May.—The weather was abnormally wet 
and generally unfavourable for agricultural operations 
and the growth of crops. Some fields have been dam- 
aged by rain. 

All Indian Crop Forecast, 1928-29.—Caleutta, 4th 
May.—The Indian Commercial Intelligence Depart- 
ment, Calcutta, makes the following announcement :— 
Supplementary cotton, 26,484,000 acres; 5,638,000 
bales (of 400 lbs.). 








MALAYAN IMPORTS OF ANIMAL 
FEEDING STUFFS. 

Imports of feeding stuffs for animals into Malaya 
during 1928 had a total value of £985,705, as com- 
pared with 911,629 in 1927, states the Malayan Infor- 
mation Agency in London. 





EXPORT OF FOODS AND BEVERAGES TO 
VENEZUELA. 


The Consul-General of Venezuela has announced 
that the import into Venezuela of foodstuffs of all 
kinds, the consumption of which in the country of 
origin is not permitted, is prohibited. The term “‘ food- 
stuffs ’’ comprises all substances or preparations used 
as human food or beverage and all substances forming 
part of, or used in the preparation or composition of 
foodstuffs, including condiments but not drugs. 

Exporters of foodstuffs and beverages to Venezuela 
from this country must present for legalisation at the 
Venezuelan Consulate a certificate issued by a com- 
petent authority, stating (a) that the products to be 
shipped by s.s. conform with the sanitary condi- 
tions prescribed by the laws of Great Britain and have 
been manufactured with raw materials of the first 
quality, (b) that the said products are on sale for con- 
sumption in Great Britain and were not manufactured 
only for exportation. 

It is understood that declarations made by the 
manufacturers of the goods and countersigned by a 
Chamber of Commerce will be accepted by Venezuelan 
Consuls for legalisation.

COMPETITION FOR MOTOR FISHING VESSELS, 
LORIENT. 


As previously announced, the Third National and 
International Competition for Motor Fishing Vessels— 
organised by the Ministry of Public Works (Mercantile 
Marine Service)—is to be held at Lorient from 29th 
September to 7th October next.

RUBBER MOVEMENTS, JANUARY-APRIL. 


An official cable from Singapore to the Malay States 
Information Agency in London states that rubber exported 
from British Malaya during April totalled 49,816 tons, as 
compared with 49,448 tons in the previous month and 
20,029 tons in April, 1928. The amount of rubber imported 
was 11,414 tons, of which 8,141 tons were declared as wet 
rubber.

IRISH FREE STATE. 


VEHICULAR AND ALLIED TRADES. 


Preliminary Report No. 28 of the Census of Production 
taken in the Irish Free State in 1926 deals with (A) coach 
and wagon building, blacksmiths’ and farriers’ trades, and 
(B) the construction and repair of motor cars, motor cycles 
and cycles trades. Schedules were issued to firms, indivi- 
duals, etc., whose names and addresses had been obtained 
from the factory and workshop register, trade directories, 
local directories, employment exchange managers, etc., as 
being engaged in either of these two groups of trades. 


(A) Coach and Wagon Building, Blacksmiths’ and 
Farriers’ Trades.—This return does not include railway and 
tramway companies, some of whose employees were engaged 
in 1926 in these trades, as work done by them was accounted 
for on the special Schedules issued for Railway and Tram- 
way Undertakings, and will be dealt with in a separate 
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Report to be issued later. In 366 cases the returns showed 
a gross output in each case of £100 or over, and the follow- 
ing figures refer only to those 366 establishments, together 
with the 14 establishments hereafter referred to. Of the 
366 establishments mentioned, 175 stated that they were 
engaged on repair and jobbing work done on vehicles and 
horseshoeing and general smith’s work only. 


(B) Construction and Repair of Motor Cars, Motor Cycles 
and Cycles.—The greatest difficulty was experienced in 
securing correct and _ reliable returns from _ these 
trades, as, apart from a few important manufac- 
turing firms, all the concerns to which schedules 
were issued were either the ordinary type of dis- 
tributing agency, with garage and workshop attached, 
or garages only. Owing to the manner in which the 
accounts of this type of business are usually kept it was 
found impossible to obtain any reliable figures for the value 
of repair work done by them for customers as distinct from 
the value of goods (petrol, tyres, etc.) supplied to such 
customers, or for the value of repair work done on motor 
vehicles taken in part exchange for new cars and subse- 
quently sold as second-hand cars. Out of a total number 
of 815 schedules issued only 385 returns showing produc- 
tive work in 1926 were received back; the remainder were 
in respect of concerns which either were not carrying on 
business in 1926 or were of little account as regards gross 
output of goods made or work done. Of the 385 concerns 
furnishing returns it was found that only 14 were engaged 
in 1926 in constructional work. On account of the great 
difficulty experienced in obtaining figures with any degree 
of accuracy relating to the value of repair work done, 
materials used, numbers employed, and salaries and wages 
paid at those remaining businesses engaged in doing repair 
work only, it is proposed to refer only to these 14 estab- 
lishments, together with the 366 establishments mentioned 
above. It is estimated, however, that the total value of 
repair work done in 1926 on motor cars, commercial motor 
vehicles and motor cycles amounted to between £350,000 
and £400,000. This estimate is arrived at by taking the 
total number of these types of vehicles which were licensed 
in each county and county borough of the Irish Free State 
and in use on the public roads at the middle of the year 
1926, and calculating the average expenditure on repairs 
in the year at about £11 per vehicle (this was the average 
expenditure on repairs for motor cars and motor cycles in 
Great Britain in the year 1924; see Preliminary Report 
No. 5, Third Census of Production, Great Britain, 1924). 


GROSS AND Net OvurTpvt. 


The total value of goods made and work done by the 
380* establishments was £953,855. Of this amount £464,276 
was in respect of parts of vehicles and accessories, and 
£296,400 for mechanically-propelled motor cars (touring), 
commercial vehicles and tractors. 

The total cost of materials used was £426,793, and in- 
cluded materials £384,428 and fuels, oils, etc., £38,426. 

The net output of the 380 establishments was therefore 
£527 ,062. 


SALARIES AND WaGres: EMPLOYMENT. 


The total amount paid in salaries and wages in 1926 by 
the 380 establishments was £389,527, of which salaries 
accounted for £50,062 and wages and earnings £339,465. 

The number of persons engaged on 16th October, 1926, 
in the 380 establishments was 2,218, of whom 2,160 were 
males and 58 females. 

Practically all the businesses referred to were at work 
continuously during the whole of the year 1926. The 
number of hours per week normally worked by wage 
earners was on the average between 48 and 50. 


Capacity oF ENGINEs, Erc. 


The effective horse-power of prime movers was 1,814, the 
kilowatt capacity of electric generators was 863, and the 
rated horse-power of electric motors (exclusive of converters 
or transformers) was 4,835.

FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 

H.M. Trade Commissioner at Nairobi has forwarded a 
statement which shows that the total value of the foreign 
trade amounted to £14,237,315; of this sum imports 
totalled £7,575,642 and exports £6,661,673. The compar- 
able figures for 1927 were: total trade £12,164,746, and 
imports and exports £6,767,530 and £5,397,216 respec- 
tively. In the period under review Kenya’s share of the 
export trade was £3,266,403 and Uganda’s £3,395,270; in 
1927 the respective values were £3,086,916 and £2,310,300. 

With regard to the imports Great Britain’s share was 
valued at £3,007,866, or 40 per cent. of the total, the 1927 
figures were £2,951,159, or 44 per cent.; the United States 
£985,227, or 13 per cent. (£826,950, or 12 per cent.); India 
£862,266, or 11 per cent. (£676,926, or 10 per cent.); 
Holland £470,541, or 6 per cent. (£379,605, or 6 per cent.); 
Japan £395,862, or 5 per cent. (£319,680, or 5 per cent.); 
and Germany £380,771, or 5 per cent. (£352,285, or 5 per 
cent.).

AUSTRIA. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 

Although the total volume of Austria’s foreign trade was 
larger in 1928 than in 1927, the increase was not so marked 
as in the previous years, states the ‘‘ Monthly Review of 
Central Europe,’’ published by the Anglo-International 
Bank, Ltd., London. While in 1927 the rise amounted to 
15 per cent., in 1928 the total value of exports and im- 
ports increased from 5,290 million schillings to 5,497 million 
sch., i.e., 4 per cent. In spite of a larger volume of trade, 
however, Austria succeeded in further reducing the adverse 
trade balance. A comparison of the final figures for the 
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last three years reveals a slight, but steady improvement 
in trade returns :—

From this table it will be seen that during the past two 
years the increase in exports was considerably larger than 
the advance in imports. Finished articles contributed 
mainly to the rise in the value of both imports and exports 
in 1927 and 1928. The total rise in the latter was almost 
identical with the advance in the export of finished articles 
from 1,492 million sch. to 1,631 million sch. The increase 
in the import of raw materials and semi-finished articles 
was not large, while imports of foodstuffs declined from 
789 million sch. to 744 million sch. The unfavourable 
balance under these headings showed a marked reduction. 
Mcreover, Austria was able during the year under 
review to obtain favourable prices for almost all her 
exports, while the increase in imports was partly due to 
drastic price reductions by the importing countries, as, 
fer instance, in the case of coal, flour, Polish pigs and 
Czechoslovak textiles. The reduction in food imports must, 
therefore, be considered as an achievement of Austrian 
agriculture and its improved methods. It is a good sign 
that there has been no rise in coal imports, the increased 


demand for fuel having been met by the development of - 


water power and lignite production in the country. 
Austrian industry increased its exports to Germany by 
10 per cent.; to Poland by 20 per cent.; to Switzerland by 
30 per cent.; to Czechoslovakia by 15 per cent.; and to the 
United States by 25 per cent.; and it has gained a firm 
footing in several other overseas markets. 

In spite of the deficit in her foreign trade, Austria’s 
halance of payments for the year 1928 should prove satis- 
factory, since certain invisible exports and imports show a 
considerable surplus in her favour. Receipts from tourist 
traffic and various invisible exports are estimated at from 
250 to 300 million sch.; further, there are the profits from 
the Austrian transit trade and the yield from foreign 
securities held by Austrians. Detailed figures are not avail- 
able, but the continued strengthening of the currency posi- 
tion of the National Bank, in spite of a reduction in the 
short-term indebtedness to other countries, points to a very 
satisfactory balance of payments. 

The results for 1928 are of special importance to Austria, 
since they reflect the first effects of the revision of im- 
portant Trade Agreements which have taken place since 
the spring of 1927, as, for instance, the Commercial 
Treaties with Czechoslovakia, Hungary, France and Jugo- 
Slavia. Although the improvement in the position of 
Austria’s foreign trade has been but slight, it must be 
borne in mind that the full benefits of the new Trade 
Agreements will only be felt when they have been in force 
for a longer period.

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In 1928, as in previous years, the industry was not fully 
occupied, the ratio between the home demand and ex- 
ports having risen in favour of the former; this is prin- 
cipally due to the large productive capital expenditure 
of the Federal Railways. The demand for girders and 
rolled wire, however, proved somewhat unsatisfactory. The 
production of rolled wire fell from 62,273 tons in 1927 to 
06,545 tons in 1928. The production of rails for railways 
was, on the other hand, quadrupled in the past year, and 
rose from 10,221 tons in 1927 to 39,188 tons in 1928.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 
(From the British Ambassador.) 
Panis. 


The returns of French foreign trade for the first quarter 
of 1929 show that the value of imports amounted to 15,269 
million francs, as against 12,955 million frs. in the first 
quarter of 1928, an increase of 2,314 million frs., or 18 per 
cent. The value of exports totalled 12,000 million frs., as 
against 12,761 million frs., a decrease of 761 million frs., or 
about 6 per cent. 

Imports of foodstuffs rose by 627 million frs., of raw 
materials by 1,144 million frs., and of manufactured articles 
hy 542 million frs., or no less than 32 per cent. , Exports of 
foodstuffs fell by 172 million frs., of raw materials by 234 
million frs., and of manufactured articles by 354 million frs. 

There was an unfavourable balance of visible exchanges 
for March quarter of 3,269 million frs., whereas during the 
first quarter of 1928 the unfavourable balance was only 
about 194 million frs. It may be noted, however, that the 
situation seems to be improving, since the adverse balance 
in March amounted to 754 million frs., as against 1,044 
million frs. in February and 1,47) million frs. in January.

38,000 dols.; hair, raw human, 33,400 dols.; meats, pre- 
served, prepared, canned, 28,000 dols.; antiques, 
22,200 dols.; and cement, 20,600 dols. 

It should be borne in mind that these statistics refer only 
to direct imports, and do not include the goods, chiefly 
manufactured articles, bought from importers in New York 
and other Northern cities.

POLAND. 


THE STATE RAILWAYS IN 1928. 


The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 
that there was a further considerable expansion of traffic on 
the Polish State railways as a result of greater industrial 
activity and increased exports. ‘The average daily number 
of 15-ton wagons loaded at Polish stations, received from 
abroad and in transit through Poland, rose from 14,672 in 
January, 1928, to 21,136 in October, but fell to 16,654 in 
December last. The exploitation of the railways continued 
to remain satisfactory. Further improvements were intro- 
duced in the passenger and goods services, including Polish 
Upper Silesia, and communication with Danzig became 
quicker and more efficient. 

The revenue of the normal gauge railways in 1927-28 was 
1,367 million zloty and the expenditure 1,137 million zloty, 
showing a surplus of 230 million zloty, or approximately 
53 million sterling. Of this sum 180 million zloty, or £4:2 
million, were used for the construction of new lines, the 
improvement of the existing ones and the purchase of 
rolling stock, whilst the balance was paid into the State 
Treasury. In 1926 the net revenue was 3 million sterling, 
and it is anticipated that in 1928-29 it will exceed that of 
1927, so that the income of the railways is_ steadily 
increasing. 

In August last passenger rates were increased by 20 per 
cent., which should yield 60 million zloty, but the goods 
freights remained unaltered throughout the year. On Ist 
October, 1928, an agreement came into force whereby the 
rates on the railways in the territory of the Free City of 
Danzig were reduced to the level of those in Poland. 

Good progress was made in the construction of new 
lines, of which some 92 kilometres were opened to 
trafic between January and September, 1928. The 
greatest efforts are being made to complete by the end of 
1930 the construction of the line connecting the Polish coal- 
elds with the Polish seaboard, which will shorten the 
distance for the transport of coal by 130 kilometres. All 
orders for wagons, locomotives, rails, accessories, etc., were 
again placed with Polish works, and only those articles 
which are not produced locally were purchased abroad. 





CANADA. 


THE NEW WELLAND SHIP CANAL. 
(from the High Commissioner for Canada in London.) 


One of the most important of the inland waterways in 
Canada is the Welland Canal. It connects Lake Erie with 
Lake Ontario, crossing the Niagara Peninsula about ten 
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miles west of Niagara Falls. The present canal, 263 miles 
in length, was completed in 1887, but several years ago it 
was found entirely inadequate for use by the modern steam- 
ships used on the Great Lakes. Grain-carrying vessels of 
600 odd feet in length, loading at the upper lake ports, 
while able easily to navigate Lakes Superior, Huron and 
Erie, are forced to discharge their cargoes at the foot of 
Lake Erie. Elevator accommodation was also found in- 
sufficient, but the Government has now a three-million- 
bushel modern cencrete elevator; this, however, is already 
taxed to the limit. 

in order that there may be complete protection to the 
canal and vessels in it, there is being built, in addition to 
the seven lift locks, a guard lock near the southern, or 
Lake Erie, end of the canal. This lock, known as No. 8, 
is 1,380 ft. in length between the inner gates, and is the 
longest lock in the world. 

It is anticipated that the new canal will be cempleted 
some time next year. The total cost is estimated at about 
115 million dollars. The useable length of the locks will be 
820 ft., as compared with 255 ft. in the present canal. 
The width of the canal proper is to be 310 ft. at the water 
line and 200 ft. at the bottom. The immense locks are 
built to take 30 ft. of water on the sills, and the canal 
reaches are to have 25 ft. depth, which may be increased to 
30 ft. when need arises. It is planned to erect 21 moveable 
bridges of the most modern type across the canal. 

At both ends of the ship canal large harbour works are 
located. At Port Weller, the Lake Ontario entrance, a 
new and artificial harbour has been formed. The entrance 
is 400 ft. wide, and widens out to bottom width of 800 ft. 
in the harbour. The harbour is a little more than a mile 
long, and covers an area of about 150 acres. 

With the completion of the Welland Ship Canal the 
upper lakes freighters drawing up to 25 ft. will be enabled 
to proceed all the way down to the foot of Lake Ontario. 
This will mean that there will have to be established a 
terminal for these vessels for the purpose of trans-shipping 
grain cargo to the smaller vessels navigating the St. Law- 
rence canals. At the last session of the Canadian Federal 
Parliament the sum of 1} million dols. was voted for the 
purpose of commencing the construction of the necessary 
terminals at Prescott on the St. Lawrence River, between 
Lake Ontario and Montreal.

AUSTRIA—LITHUANIA. 





COMMERCIAL CONVENTION. 
The ratifications of the Commercial Convention which was 
concluded between Austria and Lithuania on 5th October, 
1928, having been exchanged, the Convention came into 
force on 22nd February, 1929. It will remain in force for

a period of one year, and, unless denounced three months 
before the expiration of that period, will continue in force 
indefinitely, subject to three months’ notice of denuncia- 
tion at any time. 

The Convention provides for the most-favoured-nation 
treatment generally of the subjects, shipping and goods of 
the Parties. Subjects are to enjoy national treatment in 
matters of commerce and industry and as regards the 
acyuisition of property and access to the Courts. 

The companies of the Parties are to enjoy most-favoured- 
nation treatment generally and national treatment as 
regards taxation. 

Most-favoured-nation treatment is provided for as 
regards import and export dues, and both national and 
most-favoured-nation treatment as regards internal dues. 
Subject to reservations of the usual kind, the Parties agree 
not to hamper their mutual trade relations by the im- 
position of import and export prchibitions or restrictions. 

Provision is made for the temporary duty-free admission 
of commercial travellers’ samples and of goods imported in 
connection with exhibitions and competitions. Commercial 
travellers are to enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment. 

Exception from the general most-favoured-nation treat- 
ment accorded by the Convention is made in the case of 
privileges or benefits accorded 

(a) by either Party to neighbouring States with a 
view to facilitating frontier traffic; 

(b) by either Party to another State in virtue of a 
Customs union; 

(c) by Lithuania to Latvia or Estonia in virtue of 
special conventions, provided that they are not 
accorded to any other State. 

Detailed provision is made as regards transit matters, 
which are to be governed generally by the stipulations of 
the Barcelona Freedom of Transit Convention of 20th 
April, 1921. 

With a reservation as regards the coasting trade, it is 
agreed that the ships of the Parties shall enjoy both 
national and most-favoured-nation treatment. 





HUNGARY—JAPAN. 


EXCHANGE OF NOTES. 

The Board of Trade are informed that an Exchange of 
Notes took place on 23rd January between Hungary and 
Japan in virtue of which the Parties accord each other 
most-favoured-nation treatment as regards commerce, Cus- 
toms duties and navigation, the liberty of entry and resi- 
dence and the exercise of professions, occupations, com- 
merce and industry. National or most-favoured-nation 
treatment is provided for in matters of taxation. | 

The Agreement, which came into force on 31st January, is 
concluded for a period of six months, after which it will be 
subject to denunciation at three months’ notice.

AUSTRALIA. 


IMPORT OF ANIMALS FROM GREAT BRITAIN 
AND IRELAND. 

The ‘‘ Commonwealth of Australia Gazette’’ for 7th 
March contains a Quarantine Proclamation (No. 190), dated 
Ist March, 1929, the principal effect of which is to with- 
draw the absolute prohibition on the import into Australia 
of cattle, sheep, swine and goats coming from [ngland, 
and to permit their import subject to quarantine. 

The existing restrictions on the import of these animals 
from Great Britain and Ireland, as laid down by the Pro- 
clamation, are as follows :— 

Cattle, sheep, swine and goats may be imported into 
Australia, from Great Britain, Ireland and the Channel 
Islands, provided that the animals immediately prior to 
shipment shall pass not less than 14 days in a quarantine 
station approved and authorised by the Minister for Agri- 
culture and Fisherios of Great Britain, and that their 
introduction thereto and exit therefrom shall be in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Quarantine Stations (Regu- 
lation) Order of 1928 and the Quarantine Stations (Regula- 
tion) Order of 1928 (No. 2), and with the Rules made there- 
under; or as an alternative, in respect of animals from 
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Scotland, Ireland or the Channel Islands, that any 
such animals shipped on any vessel calling at a port in 
England after shipment shall be maintained in isolation on 
the vesse] under the supervision ot authorised officers of the 
Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. 

All fodder accompanying the above animals on the voyage 
is to be obtained from a district certified by a responsible 
Government official as having been free from foot and 
mouth disease for at least six months immediately prior to 
the issue of the certificate. 





BRITISH INDIA. 


DUTIABLE WEIGHT OF IMPORTED PAPER. 

H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India reports that 
the following instruction respecting the dutiable weight of 
paper subject to duty on a weight basis in India was issued 
by the Central Board of Revenue on 25th March, viz. :— 

When paper, which is liable to be assessed by weight 
either to a specific duty or under a tariff valuation, is 
covered both by an invoice showing nominal weight and by a 
weight specification, it should be assessed on the net specifi- 
cation weight, provided that the specification weight and 
the result of the check-weighment do not differ from the 
nominal weight or from one another by more than 5 per 
cent. 

lf there is no weight specification, or if the proviso to the 
preceding paragraph is not satisfied, the assessment will be 
made as follows :— 

(a) Printing and wrapping papers dutiable on a tariff 
valuation,.—-Assessment will be made on the actual weight 
as ascertained by the weighment of such quantity as is 
necessary in order to arrive at a fair estimate. 

(b) Printing and writing papers liable to specific duty.— 
Assessment will be on the nominal weight, provided that 
the result of check-weighment does not differ from the 
nominal weight by more than 5 per cent. 


Where there is a specification showing gross and net 
weights, check-weighments should as far as possible be 
made gross, although Customs Collectors must retain the 
discretion to have net weighments made if they think it 
necessary to check the tare declared in the specification. 


INCREASE OF IMPORT DUTY ON MOTOR 
SPIRIT. 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 18th 
April (page 505) respecting the proposed increase of the 
[ndian import duty on motor spirit from 4 to 6 annas per 
Imperial gallon, it should be noted that the ‘‘ Indian Trade 
Journal’ for 11th April annources that this increase has 
been enferced by an Act assented to on 30th March, 1929. 





CANADA. 





DRAWBACK ON SHIPS’ FURNISHING AND 
EQUIPMENT. 


The Governor-General-in-Council approved on 21st March, 
1929, a recommendation of the Treasury Board that draw- 
hack equal to the Customs duty paid be allowed on ships’ 
furnishings or equipment, articles used in the manufacture 
of ships’ furnishings or equipment, and on goods commonly 
known as ships’ chandlery, supplied to vessels (a) plying 
on transoceanic routes, (b) bound from a port on the 
Atlantic coast to a port on the Pacific coast and vice versa, 
and (c) bound for ports south of the line of the Tropic of 
Cancer, under regulations to be made by the Minister of 
National Revenue; provided that the claim for drawback 
Shall be made and substantiated upon oath before a 
Collector of Customs in approved form to the satisfaction of 
the Minister of National Revenue within six months after 
delivery to the vessel of the goods in respect of which claim 
is made. 





CYPRUS. 


IMPORTATION OF BLASTING POWDER. 


A Government Order, dated 3rd April, 1929, prohibits 
the importation into Cyprus of blasting powder, except 
under licence of the Comptroller of Customs and Excise 
and subject to such terms and conditions as may be pre- 
scribed in such licence.

SARAWAK. 


AMENDMENT OF CUSTOMS TARIFF. 
Government Notice No. 192, dated 12th March, 1929, 
adds the following item to Schedule C of the Sarawak 
Customs Import Duty Tariff, viz.:— 
Marine and land engines (steam and motor), boilers, 
auxiliaries and accessories, and machinery of all 
descriptions—15 per cent. ad valorem. 


The above-mentioned goods, as well as the other goods 
specified in Schedule C, are exempt from duty when proof 
is given that they have been manufactured in Great 
Britain or Northern Ireland.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA. 


FOOD, DRUGS AND DISINFECTANTS ACT. 

The Board of Trade have received copy of an Act (No. 13 
of 1929) which is to come into force on a date to be fixed by 
Proclamation, the purpose of which is to ‘‘ consolidate and 
amend the laws for regulating the labelling and preventing 
the importation or sale of tood and drugs which are un- 
wholesome or adulterated or incorrectly or falsely described 
and for regulating the labelling and preventing the importa- 
tion or sale of disinfectants which are incorrectly or talsely 
described ’’ in the Union of South Africa. 

Among the matters covered by the Act the following may 
be mentioned :—Article 4 enumerates the conditions under 
which foodstuffs or drugs will be regarded as adulterated 
or falsely described. The sale of foods or drugs adulterated 
or falsely described or not up to the standard demanded 
by the purchaser, or which have been subject to injurious 
abstractions, admixtures or processes is prohibited (Arts. 
6 and 7). The importation, manufacture or sale of any 
food advertised or described as specially suitable for the 
use of invalids or infants, which contains any preservative 
other than sugar or common salt, is prohibited (Art. 8). 
The responsibility of the importer, manufacturer or packer 
of foods and drugs sold in sealed original packages is dealt 
with in Article 10. 

Article 11 treats of the inspection, sampling, analysis and 
detention of imported products. 

Special provisions are made for the sale, description, etc., 
of flour, meal, bread, coffee, honey, milk and milk products 
(Arts. 13-18). 

As regards importation and sale of disinfectants, such 
products must bear a label stating (a) name and address of 
the manufacturer and, when sold, of the seller, (b) full 
directions for use, including the proportion, strength or 
dilution in which it is effective, and (c) the names of its 
active ingredients and the percentage or proportion of each 
or, in the case of a liquid germicide, its germicidal power 
or efficacy expressed in numerical terms as compared with 
a standard and as ascertained by a method prescribed by 
regulation (Art. 19). 

Other Articles deal with the purchasing or taking and 
analysis or examination of samples; inspection, seizure and 
disposal of adulterated goods; legal proceedings and penal- 
ties; and warranties. 

The Minister is empowered to apply the provisions of the 
measure to any ointment, cream, powder or similar sub- 
stance for use on the human skin or hair, soap, tobacco, 
cigars, cigarettes, snuff, chewing gum, and any other sub- 
stance. 

Finally, the Minister may make regulations prescribing 
the nature and composition of food and drugs and, in 
general, for the carrying into effect of the purposes of the 
measure. 

The text of the Act, which is, in the main, identical with 
the Bills introduced for the same purpose in 1927 and 
1928. may be seen by persons interested on application to 
the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, 
London, S.W. 1.

IMPORT DUTY ON CINEMATOGRAPH FILMS.

FRANCE. 


TARIFF TREATMENT OF CERTAIN UNITED 
STATES AND CANADIAN GOODS. 

The French “ Journal Officiel ’’ for 24th April contains 
a Decree, dated 5th February, which modifies the French 
Tariff treatment of certain United States and Canadian 
goods. These modifications are made as the result of the 
changes in the French ‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff duties on various 
articles in consequence of the enforcement of the French 
Conventions with Austria and Czechoslovakia, and came 
into force at the same time as the Convention to which 
they are related. 





GREECE. 
DUTY-FREE IMPORT AND CONTROL OF 
QUININE 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Athens 
has forwarded translation of a Law (No. 4070, dated 5th 
March) which provides that quinine in powder, tablets, 
sugar-coated tablets and ampoules, is to be free of all 
Customs, municipal, port, etc., duties on import into Greece. 
The Law also lays down measures for the control of the sale 
and retail price of quinine. Quinine salts are only per- 
mitted to be sold to the public (except for pharmaceutical 
purposes) in the original packing of the foreign manufac- 
turer and in quantities of 5, 10, 15, 20, 50, 100, 250 or 500 
grammes, whether packed in boxes, bottles or tubes. 





ITALY. 


INCREASE OF MANUFACTURING TAX ON 
MATCHES. 

Tho Italian ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale’’ for 20th April contains 
a Ministerial Decree, dated 10th April, which increases as 
from 20th April the manufacturing tax on matches produced 
in Italy. The revised rates of the tax, which has also 
to be paid (in addition to the ordinary Customs duties) on 
such matches as are allowed to be imported into Italy under 
licence, are as follows :—

The ad valorem duty in force (15 per cent.) will be charge- 
able upon valuations so fixed without deduction, except 
that the tare allowance for bales is fixed at 5 per cent. of the 
gross weight; when the goods are imported in receptacles 
other than bales, the tare allowance will be the actual ascer- 
tained weight of such receptacles. 

Remnants (cut pieces), embroidered materials mixed with 
silk or artificial silk, shawls, nettings, tulles, embroidered 
lappets, furnishing fabrics and either imitation or other 
kinds of unprinted gobelin, are not included in the present 
Tariff, and will be assessed to duty ad valorem on “real 
value ”’ as defined in Section 30 of the Sea Customs Law. 

In order to avoid detailed examination of goods, produc- 
tion of invoices relative to consignments imported will be 
necessary. Invoices, besides Customs Declaration, must 
indicate the weight either per bale (or package) or per piece 
of material, and the kind of material according to the 
valuation set out above, as well as the number, length and 
width of pieces of each kind imported. When width is 
shown to the nearest inch the manner of calculation will be 
on average. 





MARTINIQUE (FRENCH WEST INDIES). 


EXPORT OF FOODSTUFFS. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ (Paris) for 27th April contains a 
Decree, dated 21st April, which prohibits the export from 
Martinique of grain, flour, vegetables, animals and all 
foodstuffs, except under general or individual derogations 
from the prohibition, which the Governor of the Colony may 
grant when the situation warrants it. 





PANAMA. 


PROTECTION OF THE BOOT AND SHOE 
INDUSTRY. 


The Board of Trade have received copy of a Law (No. 134 
of 1928), effective on 3lst March last, designed to protect 
the boot and shoe industry in Panama. 

The Government is authorised to fix the import duty on 
foreign boots and shoes (calzado) at not less than 1 balboa 
or more than 2} balboa per pair. This provision is not to 
apply to children’s shoes up to size 44, special shoes for 
sporting purposes, alpargatas, or any other footwear not 
containing leather of any kind, al! of which will be dutiable 
at 15 per cent. ad valorem. 

The duty on sole leather will be } balboa per kilog. 
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PERSIA. 


IMPORT AND EXPORT OF SILVER AND GOLD. 


H.M. Representative at Tehran has forwarded transla- 
tion of a Law, dated 14th March, which provides for the 
duty-free importation into Persia of silver and gold, 
whether coined or not. 

The exportation of coined silver, and of bar or dust silver, 
is prohibited (foreign coins and works of art (of Persian 
or foreign origin) are not affected by the prohibition). 

The Law also prohibits the minting abroad of Persian 
coinage having currency in Persia, and the importation of 
the same into Persia. 


TOBACCO MONOPOLY LAW. 


The Board of Trade have received from H.M. Minister at 
Tehran copy of the French text of the Tobacco Monopoly 
Law, dated 20th March last. 

Article 2 of the Law fixes the ‘‘ monopoly duties ’’ pay- 
able on tobacco of domestic production and provides that all 
kinds of imported tobacco are to pay a duty of 50 per cent. 
of the sale price, i.e., the sum of the price of the tobacco 
and the Customs import duty thereon. 

H.M. Minister at Tehran reports by telegraph that the 
Persian Government have prohibited the import of tobacco 
except under previous sanction of the Government Tobacco 
Monopoly. 





SALVADOR. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded par- 
ticulars of recent Decrees making the following modifica- 
tions in the Salvadorean Customs Tariff, viz., the import 
duty on matches has been reduced from $51.40 to $20 (gold) 
per 100 kilogs. ; that on glass bottles with stoppers of metal, 
wood, celluloid or similar materials, from $18.60 to $12.10 
(gold) per 100 kilogs., and the duty on building material 
known as ‘‘ Beaver Board,’’ composed chiefly of pasteboard, 
in planks or sheets, has been fixed at $2.50 (gold) per 100 
kilogs 





SPAIN. 


PROTECTION OF THE SILK INDUSTRY; DUTIES 
ON SILK YARN, ETC. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid ”’ for 19th April contains a Royal 
Decree Law (No. 1107), dated 18th April, making provision 
for the protection of the silk industry in Spain. 

The surtax of 5 per cent. of the import duties on the goods 
comprised in Class XI. of the Customs Tariff (i.e., natural 
and artificial silk, raw, yarn, tissues and manufactures) is 
continued in force. Article 14 of the Decree Law provides 
that, in the forthcoming revision of the Customs Tariff, the 
duties on silkworms’ eggs, silk cocoons and waste thereof, 
unmanufactured floss silk and silk and floss silk yarns 
(Tariff Nos. 1278-81, 1282-7) are to be ‘‘ adjusted to the 
national convenience,’’ as the present duties are low and 
do not give protection to silk production and spinning in 
Spain. 

The text of the Decree, which deals with the encourage- 
ment of Sericulture, premiums on yarn production, etc.., 
and of the Regulations thereunder (as set out in a Royal 
Order published in the ‘“‘ Gaceta de Madrid ’’ on 24th April) 
may be seen by persons interested on application to the De- 
partment of Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, S.W. 1.

TUNIS. 


SALE, ETC., OF TEA. 


The ‘‘ Journal Officiel Tunisien ”’ for 27th March contain; 
an Order, dated 7th March, which lays down regulations fo; 
the control of the trade in tea in Tunis. As from lst Jun 
tea will only be allowed to be delivered to retailers by whole. 
salers or semi-wholesalers in tins or packets with a net 
weight, after deduction of tare, of 10, 15, 30, 40, 50, 60, 75, 
100, 125, 150, 250 or 500 grammes, or 1, 14 or 2 kilogs. 

The tins and packets are to be closed and sealed with 
State ‘‘ vignette ’’ attesting the payment of the consump. 
tion duty on tea (which is at the rate of 20 francs per 
kilog.). They must bear an indication of the net weight 
and of the name and address of the merchant who releases 
them for the retail trade or for direct consumption. Tin; 
or packets with a net weight intermediate between two of 
the regulation weights must bear the vignette for the imme. 
diately higher grade in the scale. 

Arrangements are made for tea imported in bulk or in 
cases to be taken to the merchants’ warehouses under bond 
(‘‘ acquit &@ caution ’’), and there packed as required by the 
regulations, and stringent measures are laid down for the 
control of such warehouses by the Customs.

AUSTRALIA. 


AIR MAIL SERVICES. 


The Postmaster-General announces that a weekly Air 
Mail Service has been established between Perth and 
Adelaide in Australia, in connection with the arrivals at 
Fremantle of the Peninsular and Oriental and Orient 
Packets conveying mails from this country, and is avail- 
able for correspondence of all classes, registered and un- 
registered, except parcels, on the usual conditions. 

The first dispatch will be made from London on Thurs- 
day, 9th May, to connect at Marseilles with the Packet 
‘* Maloja.”’ 

The new service affords an appreciable saving of time for 
correspondence addressed to the Eastern States of Aus- 
tralia, the approximate saving to Melbourne being four 
days, to Adelaide, Sydney and Hobart three days, and to 
Brisbane one day. 

Air fee in addition to ordinary postage: 3d. per half 
ounce. 

Dates and hours of posting: Same as for ordinary mails 
for Australia via Suez.

APPLICATIONS FOR LICENCES IN APRIL.
